“lL understand,” says the ‘Times 
correspondent, "that the agreement 


implies no engagement of a political 
character on the part of either coun- 
try. Bulgaria uelther binds herseif to 
remain neutral nor to permit the 
passage of contraband to ‘Turkey, 

“Under the Lew aprangegnent Bul- 
garia obtaing the whole, extent of the 
line traversing Turkish territory, to- 
xether with the stations of Karagach, 
Demcotika and Kuleliburgas. Bul- 
xarian frontier will coincide with the 
course of the Muaritz river, all the ter- 
ritory west of It becoming Bulgarian. | 
Around Karagach, tne station or | 
Adrianople, Bulgaria claims a zone of 
one mile and 1,522 yards. If this is 
conceded a new line will be construct- 
ed affording Turkey independent ac- 
cess to Adrianople,
